The system of selling seats by auction, though 
found highly remunerative io America, would have little probability of success 


in England. Reviewing the various alternative measures which might be pro- 


| posed, it seems that if any alteration is made at all it will consist in raising the 


geat-rentals. At the same time, it might be possible to make an exception in 
favour of some of the cheapest seats, which should in that case only be let to 
the poorer members of the community. Such a measure would at once obviate 


every objection io the proposed abolition, and it would bring up the con- 
gregational revenues to at least their present condition. There would be nothing 


to prevent members on certain occasions fron making offerings to the synagogue 
funds which might be announced after the termination of service, or advertised: 
as in the case of charitable institutions, or published in some cther form. 
We think it beyond question that the congregational finances would not suffer 
from these changes bet, on the contrary, would impro:e. It is remarkable that 
in two of the most flourishing congregations in the Kingdom—the West 


London Synagogue of Briti-h Jews and the Birmingham Congregation— 


offerings have been abolished. Bu evenif the abolition of the Meshabirach 
were to result in some slight falling off of the revenue, surely the gainto religious 
devotion which would result from its discoatinuane>, would be worth some 
gmall sacrifice of Income.

We have been careful 
above to confine our attention to those traits which are the common heritage 
of all Semites, and the natural consequence is that we have had to omit 
some of the most characteristic of Jewish traits, such as family love. 
intellectual patience, musical and histrionie ability, capacity tor finance, la ¥- 
abidingness, intense historic feeling, and benevolene>. If we had ine‘ude | 
specific Jewish productions in our comparative estimate, it could not have 
been said that the Aryans have been unrivalled in philosophy, It is gradually

sotiquity, merits on the part of the Jews, whom lie has always loved, the most 


sincere homage and respect. Garibaldi. conceived the idea of the nnity of | 
nations and of universal brotherhood betcer than many Jews who ridicale the 


Yessianic period. From the time of his childhood h» has ever combated every 
kind of prejudice, slavery and oppression. He has often said that as God is one, 
so ought the humao family to be one, that we are all brothers and that those 
Catholic priests who preach hatred against the Jews are traitors and Jesuits. 


Garibaldi was bora at Nice (which then belon ged to Italy) on the 4th a 


Joly, 1807, and is coneequently 73 years old. When he was still a child the 
yictories of Napoleon Bonaparte aroused a warlike cathusiasm in his breast, and 


injustice. In his youth he made several sea voyages, and on arriving on one 


occasion at Civita Vecchia, the seaport of the Papal States, he determined to 


‘proceed to Rome. He was then 20 years of age. After having visited many of 
the celebrated monuments in the eternal city, he went to see the Ghetto, and 


exclaimed : “ What! must our fellow men and brothers live here 2? Ah! the 


Kingdom of the Popes will not last long.” He was a prophet. 


After having served as officer im the navies of Sardinia, France and Tunis, 


he embarked for America, and the military government of the Republic of 
Uruguay appointed bim Commander-in-Chief. He there achieved prodigies of 
glory. Ile was called ‘I! Diavolo Rosso” (the red devil), and the Americans 


believed that after having been dead he was resnscitated .

he swore in his heart that he would defend his country and fight against every | 


aspersions that the devil does not exist, and that hia whole strength depended 


on the justice of the ciuse which he protected—ideas which were drawu from 
Judaism. In 1848 he returned to Italy and had the happi neas to see the Jews 
of Rome free and fraternizing with their fe‘low citizens ; but alas! the French 
troops allied with the Austrians, the Spaniards, and the soldiers of the Bourbon 
of Naples brought the Pope back to Rome, and with him returned slavery. 
During the siege of Rome, Garibaldi always had with him numerous Je wisb 
officers and privates, and especially Licutenant Henri Guastalla, who was then, 
and thank God, is still, one of the most intimate fritnds of the General. A few 
biographical details concerning this coreligionist may not be out of place. Henri 
Guastalla, son of Ehe.and Ester Guastalla was born, in 1826, in the town whore 
name his family beare.

school premises erected at his own expense and caused the group of buildings 

to be divided into three eections, viz., a boys’ school, a girls’ school, and an_ 
Infant echool, all fitted up with every comfort and with due regard to proper 

bygienic requirements. Through the care of the “ Comité de Bienfaisance,” 

the children who attend this school are treated every day to a luncheon, consist- 

ing of soup and bread, aad they receive twice a year new snits of clothing. 

Baron and Baroness de Rothschild frequently visit the scheol, the building of 
which cost several hundred thousand francs. This benevolent couple likewise 
contribute 8,000 francs towards the annual expenses. 

On Sunday last the “Société In Bienfaisante Israclite” held its general’ 
mecting in the Council-room of the Temple, in the Rue de Ja Victoire. M. 
Gastave Dalsace, the President, occupied the Cuair, and in a short speech he 
delivered a faseral oratton in memory of deceased members of the society, 
notably the late M. Helbronner, Advocate at the Court of Appeal. The speaker 
especially dirocied the attention of the society to the work for the protection of 
abandoned or criminal children, founded by M. Bonjeau, and whose object 
approaches that which Baron Edmond de Rothschild is desirous of promoting. 

You see, tuerefore, that whilst the Paris community occupies itself with Jews 
who may be condemned to imprisonment, at the same time, by means of largely 


endowed schools,it also seeks to prevent such degradations, or at least to diminish 
their number, for the wore instruction we give the less criminals we shall have. 
These are the reforms which we carry out, and I believe that they are of more 
value than thuse of some foreign Jewish communitics 


THE CONVERSIONISTS.—The following letter written by Mr. M. Lissack, Bedford, 
was published in the Miedfurdshire Timex on the llth: “ My attention has been 
called to your report of the meeting of the above Society last week, and many of my 
Christian friends have expressed to me the regret with which they heard of the 
insolent manner the deputy of the Society referred to me, ‘‘ as an irrepressible and 
ill-conditioned Jew.’ I must say that I was surprised that the Chairman, being a 
clergyman of the Church of England and a gentleman, should allow such an expres- 
sion to pass unnoticed, particularly after having just said that ‘the Jewish people 
were the favoured people of God, and that they a4 English Christians owed a debt of 
gratitude to the Jews.” That the deputation should feel a little sore towards me is 
not to be wondered at ; doubtless he has heard from time to time how I have exposed 
his co-deputations, both through your columns and other sources, showing one 
baptized Jew deputy to be a forger, another baptized Jew a common thief, twice 
convicted, agaiust Whom the late Rev. Mr. Grimshaw was obliged to publish a caution 
in the /éecord; and proving others to be impostors. <All of these are. published facts 
for knowing that I only stated the truth and did not waut to keep their names 
“ seeret.”’ As a consequence of these exposures several of the former supporters of 
the Society withdrew their subscriptions. I may say that I shall continue to be 


‘ irrepressible ” as long as the necessity remains to protect my well-meaning though © 


mistaken Christian neighbours from imposture, and I can afford to laugh when 
representatives of the Society wax “ abusive ’ when they find the funds, the source 
of their wages, ‘becoming smaller by degrees and beautifully less.’ The depu-
